The evidence of the senses was afforded to 
Thomas, but it is reasonable to infer that while the Lord was 
speaking to him, his mind had yielded to the fact of the 
Resurrection; and as the loving Voice, that had not reproach- 
ed him for doubting, ceased, he was ready to confess his 
faith in the risen Savior. So every person who repents of 
sin and believes on the Son of God who came to seek and 
to save the doubting and the lost, will be blessed, thong 
they have not yet seen the Lord Jesus face to face. 
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Christians United in One Body by the Spirit 


As the Christian religion means union with God through 
Christ the unity of Christians in faith and practice is de- 
rived from the baptism of the Holy Ghost—“in one spirit are 
we all baptized into one body.” The Church of Christ is 
composed of believers who are saved from sin and saved for 
heaven. “Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is 
born of God,” said John, who also declares, “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son of God hath the witness in himself.”

frHE REFORMATION AND CHRISE’S MISSION 

In connection with the Calvin quadricentenary celebration 
in Christ’s Mission, the New York Tribune had the follow- 
ing: 

The 4ooth anniversary of the birth of John Calvin will be 
commemorated at the Reformed Catholic services in Christ’s 
Mission, 331 West Fifty-scventh street, to-morrow afternoon 
at 3.30 o'clock. Addresses will be delivered by the Rev. Drs. 
Joseph Sanderson and James A. O’Connor. Dr. Sanderson 
is the Nestor of Presbyterianism in New York, having been 
in the ministry over sixty years. In 1852 he was pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church in Stanton street, and in later years 
has been editor of the Pulpit Treasury, and secretary of the 
Presbyterian Church Extension Committee. 

Dr. Sanderson writing to Pastor O’Connor, July 22, 1909, 
said: 

“As my mind tries to comprehend your work, I feel more 
and more that the Reformation commenced by Luther ane 
Calvin and others is being carried on by Christ’s Mission 
and by all who sympathize with your work and support it 
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It is essentially the carrying forward of Reformation work, 
and all who adhere to the true Evangelical faith should re- 
gard it as a privilege to lend it a helping hand in every pos- 
sible way. 

“I am more and more impressed with the great good which 
may accrue to Christ’s Mission and the religion of Christ 
from the prospect of its becoming the home of a Waldensian 
Church. That, in my judgment, will tend to increase the in- 
terest of all true lovers of Reformatory Evangelism in Christ’s 
Mission and its work. The Waldensian adherence to the 
evangelical faith amidst the most cruel persecutions, is a 
miracle of God’s grace that stands out prominently in the 
history of the world.

The Waldensian Church in Italy 

Among the speakers at the Northfield Conference on the 
opening day, August 1st, was the Rev. Prof. Alberto Clot, the 
Delegate of the Waldensian Church in the United States, who 
delivered an address at the “Round Top” service, which was 
most favorably received by the large congregation assembled 
around the hallowed spot where lie the remains of the Great 
Evangelist and Founder of the Northfield Institutions, Dwight 
L. Moody, énd his beloved wife. Both of the sons, William R. 
Moody and Paul D. Moody, were present at this service, the 
latter having the meeting in charge, and requesting the Rev. 
James A. O’Connor, of Christ’s Mission, New York, to lead in 
prayer. He then introduced Rev. Dr. Clot, who gave an 
account of the history and work of the Waldensian Church of 
Italy, the oldest evangelical Christian Church in the world. 
The Waldensians have a continuous history from the ninth 
century, the center of the operations of this evangelical organi- 
zation being in the province of Turin, in Northwestern Italy, 
amid the romantic territory which has become so well known 
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as the “Waldensian Valleys.” After centuries of persecutions, 
all through the Middle Ages, the Waldensian Church came 
into the full enjoyment of religious liberty in 1848; and, with 
the establishment of the Kingdom of Mixed Italy, the Walden- 
sian pastors and evangelists went forth throughout their be- 
loved country with the Gospel of the Grace of God to their

Roman Catholic fellow-countrymen. This feature of the work 
of this historic Church has grown to be of the greatest impor- 
tance, for the Italian people, weary of the semi-pagan super- 
Stitions of Rome, are ready to hear the Good News that has 
been preserved by this true and only branch of the primitive 
Catholic Italian Church. There are now throughout Italy and 
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Sicily 46 regularly organized churches, 120 preaching stations, 
145 workers, 9,000 church members—all converts from Rome— 
3,500 pupils in the Sunday Schools. One of the most notable 
converts from Rome recently is Dr. Giorgio Bartoli, a learned 
Jesuit. With the greatest self-sacrifice the Waldensians have 
carried on this aggressive Christian work, but the field is so 
vast, with the Italian population of 33,000,000 to be reached 
with the Gospel, that the codperation of American Christians 
is earnestly solicited for this important work. 

Dr. Clot’s address was one of the best ever heard at a mis- 
sionary meeting in Northfield, and in appreciation and recog- 
nition of the importance of the work to be done among the 
millions of the Italian Roman Catholics, Mr. W. R. Moody 
devoted the evening offerings at the service in the Auditorium 
to this good cause. 

Dr. Clot will continue in this country for some time as th: 
representative of the Waldensian Church. His address is 
Romeyn street, Rochester, N. Y. Later on it is hoped that the 
Waldensian families in New York City will be gathered for 
worship with headquarters at Christ’s Mission, 331 West 57th 
street,—the work which is so successfully conducted by Rev. 
James A. O’Connor. The Waldensians in New York hitherto 
have had no church home or pastor to see after them; and Dr. 
Clot, who is himself a native Waldensian and has completed 
his studies for the ministry in the University of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, will help in the organization of the Waldensian Con- 
gregation, to which Rev. Dr. James A. O’Connor has given a 
cordial welcome at Christ’s Mission.

ATHER GAVAZZI, whos: nure will ever be associated 
with those of Gari >aldi, Mazzini, Cavour, and the 
other great Italians who criated United Italy, was 

born in Bologna, March 21, 1899. He ent2rei a Barnabite: 
monastery at the age of fifteen, and became Professor of Rhet- 
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horn. He quickly won a wide reputation as an orator and 
became such an enthusiastic pleader for a purer faith, that 
Pope Gregory XVI shut him up in a convent for a year. 

When the news of the Austrian defeat in Lombardy reached 
Rome, the students of the University called upon Gavazzi 
to deliver a funeral oration on the fallen soldiers, in the 
Pantheon. Wearing a badge of green, white and red on his 
cassock he responded; and the result of his speeches was 
the formation of an army of 25,000 men, which, with Gavazzi 
as chaplain-general, volunteered to drive the Austrians out 
of Italy. After several battles, however, the force was obliged 
to surrender at Vicenza. 

When Garibaldi proclaimed the Republic of Rome in 1848, 
Gavazzi hastened to that city and gave Garibaldi valuable 
aid in the military operations which followed. Garibaldi’s 
force, with Gavazzi fighting in the front rank, routed a 
French army of 50,000 men who left 1,500 on the battlefield. 
At last, however, Rome fell before the French, and Gavazzi 
spent the next ten years in exile in England. 

In 1852 he visited the United States and delivered a series 
of lectures against the Roman hierarchy. In 1859 he returned 
to Italy and joined Garibaldi in the Sicilian campaign which 
added Naples to the Kingdom of Italy. During these opera- 
tions he organized a splendid system of field hospitals. 

When the unification of Italy was completed in 1870, 
Gavazzi threw his energies into the establishment of the 
Free Christian Church of Italy, and in 1872 and in 1880 he 
visited America to obtain financial assistance for it. On July 
31, 1881, he delivered his last address in America at the Re- 
formed Catholic services in Masonic Temple, New York, 
which were conducted by Rev. James A. O’Connor. 

Father Gavazzi died January 9, 1889, and soon afterward, 
Pastor O’Connor conducted a special memorial service in 
Masonic Temple, which was largely attended by Americans 
and Italians. In the course of his address Pastor O’Connor 
said he saw Father Gavazzi the first time when a priest in Il- 
linois, and that the Italian hero had a warm place in his heart 
even then, because he had learned to respect him and Gari- 
baldi as champions of liberty. 
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Pastor O’Connor said that Gavazzi was ready to lay down 
his life that his country might be free from Papal rule, and 
that the liberty for which he fought was that of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and in a special manner liberty from 
the tyranny of the papacy. 

In the earlier days of Gavazzi’s priesthood he had thought 
that the Church of Rome might be reformed, but in later 
years he was convinced that this was impossible. He lived 
to see his country free from Papal temporal rule and Victor 
Emmanuel King of united Italy; and he also lived to preach 
the religion of Jesus Christ himself in the shadow of St. 
Peter’s. 

At the service in Christ’s Mission, July 11, during the ser- 
vice commemorative of the 4ooth anniversary of Calvin’s 
birth, the Rev. James A. O’Connor, the pastor, referred to the 
centenary of the birth of the converted priest, the Rev. 
Charles Chiniquy, D.D., the great Protestant champion; and 
to the birth of Father Gavazzi, also in 1809. It is well for 
Protestants to observe the centennials of these great cham- 
pions of civil and religious liberty. 


CATHOLIC AND PROTESTANT MORALITY 


CCORDING io the official statistics of the German 
A Empire for 1906, of the 533,767 persons condemned in 
the courts, 301,364 were non-Catholics and 223,306 
Catholic. The number of non-Catholics was something like 
29,000 below the percentage; that of Catholics 31,000 above 
the percentage, according to the relative number of Cath- 
olics and Protestants in the empire. The criminality among 
Roman Catholics is, therefore, in Germany—as in the United 
States and in the British Empire—abnormally high. 
Nothing throws a more significant light, says a German 
newspaper, on the relative conditions of the various ele- 
ments in our population than the statistics of child mortality. 
As in the case of criminality, so here the Catholic popula- 
tion shows at a disadvantage as compared to the Protestant. 
The lowest child mortality is in the purely Protestant pro- 
vinces of Holstein and Hanover, but even Berlin is distinctly 
below the average, and would be considerably lower still if 
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it were not for the presence of masses of Catholic Poles. 
Some Catholics seek to excuse this bad record by attributing 
it, as well as abnormal Catholic criminality in Berlin, to the 
Poles exclusively. But this explanation is not justified in 
either case. High criminality and high child mortality seem 
to be constitutional peculiarities of Catholicism, doubtless 
due to its low type of moral teaching. The Rhineland is not 
less proud of its Catholic orthodoxy than the Polish provin- 
ces. Its showing is far worse than the Protestant provinces 
in regard to criminality. As to child mortality the following 
comparison between Cologne and Aachen (Catholic cities) 
and Elberfeld and Barmen (Protestant ones) tells its own 
story. It is the more striking as Elberfeld and Barmen, un- 
like the two other cities, are both factory towns. 

Of every one thousand legitimate children there died with- 
in the first year: 


First Year Cologne Aachen Elberfeld Barmen 
1875-80 236 245 159 159 
1881-90 248 251 156 154 
1891-00 232 245 152 149 
IQOI-07 200 197 135 123 


These figures are eloquent indeed. Aachen, which is pre- 
eminently “the” Catholic city has, among all the Rhenish 
cities, the worst record for child mortality. The number of 
deaths among illegitimate children here has been for a long 
time frightful. For fifteen years it exceeded fifty per cent.

Nobody who observes the way of living prevailing among 
the German Catholic laboring class will be surprised at these 
figures. In place of a deep sense of moral responsibility 
fatalism and indolence predominate. Parents frequently 
have a dozen children, of whom only two or three survive. 
The care of the children is far from what it should be. Time 
which ought to be spent on them is wasted in running about 
to shrines and repeating the rosary in churches. In sickness 
doctors are rarely summoned until it is too late, because 
the priest with his masses, his amulets and his blessed bread, 
is considered of more use. And so the children die off like 
flies. E. G. 
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One-Sided Religious Toleration 

During the tercentenary of the discovery of Lake Cham- 
plain by the French explorer of that name, last summer, 
President Taft, spsaking before the Catholic Summer School 
there assembled, with Cardinal Gibbons presiding, enlarged 
upon the “religious tolerance” of the present day. But our 
Chief Magistrate did not say that this tolerance was con- 
fined to Protestants. Possibly he had not seen the circular 
of the great Roman Catholic Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith convening the annual meeting of that society in 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral last December, when Archbishop 
Farley presided. This circular was issued from the Arch- 
bishop’s office, 462 Madison avenue, New York, and signed 
by Rev. John J. Dunn, the Spiritual Director of the society, 
and to emphasize the importance of the work, declared that 
only Roman Catholics belonged to the Church of Christ. 
Here are the words of the circular: 

“THE MISSION FIELD.—There are in the world about 
1,500 millions of human beings. Of that number only 275 
millions belong to the Church of Christ; the others are Prot- 
estants, Schismatics, Infidels or Heathens.” 

It will thus be seen that the Roman Catholic Church does 
not recognize any other religious body in the world as part 
of the Church of Christ. 

The kind of religious “toleration” to which President Taft 
referred is confined to Protestants, on whose part it is merely 
a lowering of the standard of regard for the truth of God, 
for the lessons of history, and for all those principles upon 
which have been built the civil and religious liberty we en- 
joy to-day. 

Religious toleration, however, is as foreign to th: Roman 
Church to-day as it was in the days of the Inquisition. Only 
the other day Bishop McFaul was publicly abusing Catholic 
parents for sending their children to educational institutions 
not under the control cf th: hierarchy. In The Con- 
verted Catholic for July we published a recommendation to 
burn Bibles, taken from a Roman Catholic paper, bearing 
the endorsement of Archbishop Blenk of New Orleans. Re- 
ligious toleration is a characteristic of all Protestant bodies. 
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Religious intolerance is the essence of Roman Catholicism, 
which by its accredited representatives from the Pope down 
to the youngest priest declares that “out of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church there is no salvation.” 


ROMAN CATHOLIC INTOLERANCE EVERYWHERE 

From Graslitz in Austria news comes that when the Prot- 
estants proposed to build a church for their 130 communi- 
cants in that place, the local priest announced in the town 
council that this project constituted “a severe trial” to the 
patience of Catholics. He added that such a church was not 
necessary as the Protestants already had a little hall, and 
that the new church would only be used as a trap to ensnare 
Catholics and as a defiance to the Catholic community. 


The provisional curator of the Laibach, Austria, Museum, 
Dr. Walter Schmidt, has been recently removed, though he 
was considered an authority of the first rank in his pro- 
fession. The reason given was that the religious opinions 
held by this gentleman,—who had formerly been a priest in 
the Benedictine monastery of Admont, but had passed over 
to Protestantism—were obnoxious to certain persons in 
power. He had, after leaving the monastery, become a 
teacher, and later custodian of the Museum. Rome has long 
arms and piteously seeks to make it impossible for a con- 
verted priest to rise in another profession. 


The Siebenburger Saxons are a colony of Germans who 
settled in Transylvanian Hungary in the seventeenth century. 
They now constitute a large community, representing Ger- 
man Protestantism and German culture in a land full of 
Slavic ignorance and Papalism. But the Magyars find them 
an unpleasant hindrance to their nationalizing plans. The 
Saxons have possessed large tracts of mountain forest, the 
incomes from which have gone to their educational institu- 
tions. These the Hungarians have now sold to an Hun- 
garian-Italian wood and paper pulp industry, and while re- 
serving the largest part for the German Protestants, have 
turned over a not inconsiderable amount to Roman and Greek 
Catholic instituticns. The Protestants are powerless to resist 
the spoliation. 
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Swinburne and the Papacy 


The recent death of the English poet Algernon C. Swin- 
burne brings to mind not only his friendship for Mazzini, 
Garibaldi, and the other Italian patriots who deprived the 
Pope of his temporal power and made Italy a united nation, 
but also his vitriolic verses concerning Pope Pius IX, of 
which these two may be taken as examples: 

He saith, “I am pilot and haven, 
Light and redemption I am 

Unto souls overlabored,” he saith; 

And to all men the blast of his breath 

Is a savour of death unto death; 

And the Dove of his worship a raven, 
And a wolf-cub the life-giving Lamb. 


He calls his sheep as a shepherd, 
Calls from the wilderness home, 
“Come unto me and be fed.” 
To feed them with ashes for bread 
And grass from the graves of the dead, 
Leaps on the fold as a leopard, 
Slays, and says, “I am Rome.” 
He also brackets the same Pope with Judas Iscariot: 
Iscariot, thou grey-grown beast of blood, 

Stand forth to plead; stand, while red drops run here 
And there down fingers shaken with foul fear, 
Down the sick shivering chin that stooped and sued, 

Bowed to the bosom, for a little food 
At Herod’s hand, who smites the cheek and ear. 
Cry out, Iscariot; haply he will hear; 
Cry, till he turn again to do thee good. 
Gather thy gold up, Judas, all thy gold, 
And buy thee death; no Christ is here to sell, 
But the dead earth of poor men bought and sold, 
While year heaps year above thee safe in hell, 
To grime thy grey dishonorable head 
With dusty shame, when thou art damned and dead. 


In a letter to the American poet, E. C. Stedman, who also 
died recently, Swinburne said: 


My father, Admiral Swinburne, was the second son of Sir 
John Swinburne, who was born in France and brought up in 
the Roman Catholic faith, his mother being a lady of the 
noble house of Polignac. We were all Catholic and Jacobite 
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rebels and exiles. My grandfather never left France till 
called away at 25, on the falling in of such English estates 
as confiscation had left to a family which in every Catholic 
rebellion from the days of my own Queen Mary to those of 
Cherles Edward had given their blood like water and their 
lands like dust for the Stuarts. I assume that his Catholi- 
cism sat lightly upon a young man who in the age of Voltaire 
had enjoyed the personal friendship of Mirabeau ; anyhow, he 
had the sense to throw it to the dogs and enter political life. 

Having been as child and boy brought up a quasi-Catholic, 
of course I went in for that as passionately as for other 
things (e. g., well nigh to unaffected and unshamed ecstasies 
of adoration when receiving the Sacrament); then when this 
was naturally stark dead and buried, it left nothing to me. 

Swinburne, like the other intellectually gifted Catholics of 
Europe, had no other knowledge of Christianity but that 
derived from Romanism. 


Rev. Dr. G. V. Fradryssa, Author of ‘Roman 
Catholicism Capitulating Before 
Protestantism”’ 


‘This learned Spaniard was a member of the Franciscan 


Order. He left the Roman Catholic Church a short time 
ago. The book has attracted so much attention in the South 
that Archbishop Blenk, of New Orleans, took the trouble 
to write to the New Orleans Times-Democrat, making serious 
accusations against him. Among other things this Roman 
Catholic Archbishop said: “His former Superior in Valencia, 
Spain, writes that he left the Franciscan Order without dis- 
pensation of his vows; and that as a consequence he 
was deprived of his priestly faculties.” Dr. Fradryssa made 
an extended reply in the same paper, in the course of which 
he said: “I have in my possession a certificate from Father 
Luis Fullana, provincial of the Franciscan Order in Valencia, 
under the date of November 6, 1908, testifying, among many 
other things, to my dispensation from the order.” He also 
says, “My principal] faculties in Mexico were received from the 
Archbishop of Mexico. I still have these in my possession, 
and will exhibit them to the Archbishop of New Orleans 
whenever he desires.” Dr. Fradryssa further retorted to the 
Archbishop that if he had been a bad man he could 
not have obtained the faculties that vouched for his good and 
regular standing up to the day he left the Roman Church. 
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Abduction of a Protestant Heiress 


Last December Miss Hazel Drew, a girl seventeen years 
of age, a member of a Protestant family in Brooklyn, eloped 
with a Roman Catholic young man, named Walter McGreal. 
They went to Trenton, N. J., where they were married by 
a justice of the peace. From Trenton the pair traveled to 
Chicago, and after visiting several other cities reached Buf- 
falo. On her eighteenth birthday her husband persuaded her 
to be baptized into the Roman Catholic Church. In all the 
intervening period her mother received only one or two let- 
ters from her. From Buffalo they returned to Brooklyn, 
and the first thing the husband did was to surrender himself 
to the police in order to prevent arrest on a warrant, issued 
against him on a charge of abduction, that had been pre- 
ferred by the girl’s mother. The magistrate held him on 
$1,000 bail, the hearing being put over for a week. 

On that evening a wedding banquet took place at the hus- 
band’s home, but before it was half over, the bride slipped 
away and returned to her mother, with whom she has re- 
mained ever since. She declares that she does not love her 


husband; that she only married him “to spite” another young 


man, and that she will do her utmost to procure an annul- 
ment of the marriage. 


Just after the elopement took place in December, in a 
testimony meeting at Christ’s Mission a lady from Brooklyn 
said that it was a matter of common knowledge in the neigh- 
borhood in which the girl lived that the Roman Catholic 
priests had been encouraging certain young Catholic men 
to make love to her because she was understood to be heiress 
to a fortune of $100,000. 


It is curious to note that the anti-Clerical Deputy elected 
in Rome at the last election—defeating the Papal candidate 
—was a prince, a descendant of the family of Pope Boniface 
VIII, the promulgator of the notorious Bull “Unam Sanc- 
tam,” which asserts the supremacy of the Pope over all the 
rulers of the earth, and “declares and pronounces” that “it 


is altogether necessary for salvation for every human being 
to be subject to the Roman Pontiff.” 
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Christ’s Mission Converts From Rome 


REV. M. FERRANDO 

Rev. Manuel Ferrando de Ortollak passed through several 
exciting experiences between the time of his decision to leave 
the Roman Church, when he was in South America, and his 
arrival at Christ’s Mission in May, 1895. 

The Spaniards applied to their Consul to have Father Fer- 
rando sent to a Spanish madhouse. He refused to do so. 

Attempts were made to induce President Crespo to demand 
him from the American Consul, but he refused to do so. The 
priests also tried to bribe the Governor of Caracas to have 
him arrested, but he also refused to take action. A member 
of his own Order told him to fly for his life, or he would cer- 
tainly be murdered. Mr. Norwood, therefore, took him away 
in his yacht, from which he boarded the ship that brought him 
to New York. 

A fellow passenger on the steamer brought him to Christ’s 
Mission, and arrangements were made by which he spent 
the summer with Pastor O’Connor at Northfield, Mass., learn- 
ing English and the evangelical faith, and through Pastor 
O’Connor’s influence he later went to Princeton Seminary. 

In January, 1897, he returned to Venezuela as a Protestant 
missionary, taking with him a printing press for the publica- 
tion of tracts and pamphlets in the Spanish language. 

Next year, in 1898, that of the commencement of the war 
with Spain, Mr. Ferrando was naturally intensely interested, 
and as he perceived that the Spanish possessions would 
come into American hands he left Venezuela for Porto Rico, 
landing at Ponce the very day that the American flag was 
raised over that island. Ever since that time he has labored 
there as an independent Protestant missionary with great 
success. 

Of all the priests who have come to Christ’s Mission Mr. 
Ferrando has been one of the most successful in missionary 
work. This can be attributed in large measure to the help- 
meet whom the Lord gave him. This lady is the daughter of 
the Rev. Dr. T. S. Pond, the Presbyterian missionary in 
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Caracas, Venezuela, who was the first to enlighten Mr. Fer- 
rando concerning the evangelical faith. 

He was born in Pego in the province of Alicante, Spain, and 
is a member of an old Castilian family. He was educated at 
the University of Alicante, and then studied law for six years. 
He afterward joined the Capuchins, in whose monastery he 
studied for the priesthood. After passing his examinations he 
was ordained in 1890 by special dispensation of the Pope. In 
1892 he was elected Superior of a monastery, and in 1893 he 
went to Colombia, South America, where he and one Father 
Sopana labored for a year or so. The latter became involved 
in a religious discussion with Mr. Norwood, agent of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society for Venezuela and Northern Colombia.

Father Ferrando heard of this,and privately sent his companion 
to the Rev. Dr. Pond, a Presbyterian missionary, to look into 
evangelical doctrine. That gentleman, instead of contenting 
himself with sending literature on the subject, visited Father 
Ferrando in his parish, and so expounded the Gospel to these 
priests that finally they both decided to leave their Order and 
make their way to Curacoa, Dutch Guiana, where Mr. Nor- 
wood had just arrived in his yacht. At an evangelical meeting 
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held in a theater, the two priests made public announcement 
of the step they had taken and the reasons for their action. 
Mr. Ferrando’s work is among the poor people in the moun- 
tains in the vicinity of Ponce. It is not connected with any 
mission board, but is entirely supported by the Church of the 
Atonement, in Philadelphia, and the world-renowned Bible 
classes conducted by the Rev. Dr. D. M. Stearns, the pastor. 
The central church building, holding 300 people, is at Quabrada 
Limon, and there are several out-stations. An energetic band 
of faithful native evangelists and Bible women renders ex- 
cellent service, and during the last ten years fully five hundred 
persons have truly received the Lord Jesus as their Saviour. 


REV. EDWARD MARTIN 
The Rev. Edward Martin came to Christ’s Mission in May, 
1895. He had been a priest for fourteen years, and had only 
recently arrived from South Africa, where he had spent ten 
years in mission work among the Kaffirs. He was a member 
of the Trappist Order. From Christ’s Mission he wrote to the 
Abbot of the Trappist monastery in Africa, announcing his 


renunciation of the priesthood and the Roman Church. 


REV. T. N. JAKIMOWICZ 

In 1896, the Rev. T. N. Jakimowicz came to Christ’s Mission, 
from the Polish Catholic Church at Mt. Carmel, Pa., where 
he was parish priest. He was a native of Poland, and received 
his education and training for the priesthood at Rome, in the 
Propaganda. Dr. Paul Pollach, who had been a Roman Cath- 
olic missionary in China for several years, was at Christ’s Mis- 
sion when he arrived, and his life and conversation were greatly 
blessed to the Polish priest. 

On leaving Christ’s Mission he went to work among the 
Polish people in Buffalo, and while there he married an estima- 
ble lady, the daughter of another converted Polish priest. This 
event created such a stir among all the Roman Catholics in 
Buffalo that Mr. Jakimowicz issued a forcible public state- 
ment on the matter. After several years of successful labor in 
Buffalo he went to Chicago for similar work. 
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REV. A. LOTTI 

Among the visitors who called at Christ’s Mission last 
May was the Rev. Carl Cooper, Director of the Blossom 
Home for Orphans, at Sao Paulo, Brazil. Mr. Cooper gave 
an encouraging account of the success attending Protestant 
missions in that country. 

Mr. Cooper had interesting news of Rev. A. Lotti, an 
Italian. priest who came to Christ’s Mission six years 
ago, and then took a course of study at the Moody School, 
at Mount Hermon, Mass. He afterwards went into business 
and had not been heard of till Mr. Cooper said he had met 
him in Sao Paulo, where he was successfully engaged in 
teaching. While attending evangelical meetings in Sao Paulo, 
he had introduced himself to Mr. Cooper and the other mis- 
sionaries. He was a man of fine education and superior abil- 
ities in all respects. He is most favorably remembered at 
Mount Hermon, and only last month one of the Directors 
of the School wrote to Christ’s Mission inquiring about him. 

REV. G. EMANUEL 

Another young man named Emanuel, who came to Christ’s 
Mission five years ago, recommended by the late Rev. Dr. 
Howard Smith, of the Reformed Episcopal Seminary, Phil- 
adelphia, also went to Mount Hermon. He had been a 
student for the priesthood in the Roman Catholic Seminary 
at Overbrook, near Philadelphia, of which the Rev. Dr. John 
Fitzmaurice—a relative of the Editor of The Converted Cath- 
olic—had been president for many years. Dr. Fitzmaurice is 
now the Roman Catholic bishop of Erie, Pa. 

REV. N. REDING 

In February, 1892, the Rev. Nicholas Reding came to Christ’s 
Mission. He had been ordained by Archbishop Heiss, at St. 
Francis Seminary, Milwaukee, Wis., in 1879, and was sent 
immediately after ordination to the St. Louis diocese, then 
under Archbishop Kenrick. For several years he was pastor 
of a German Church near Sedalia, Mo. Upon leaving there he 
spent some time traveling in Europe, and on his return was 
appointed by Vicar-General May, of Brooklyn, to the Holy 
Trinity Church, Williamsburg. Father Reding had learned of 
Christ’s Mission through The Converted Catholic. 
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A Married Priest 


The Abbé Houtin, one of the learned Roman priests of 
France, who, as a modernist, has recently come under the 
condemnation of Pope Pius X, has just published a book, “A 
Married Priest” (“Un Prétre Marié”). The priest referred 
to is the Abbé Charles Perraud, canon of the Cathedral of 
Autun, a brother of the bishop of that diocese, Adolph Louis 
Perraud, who died recently as Cardinal Perraud. When the 
French bishops were in Rome in April at the beatification of 
Joan of Arc, they erected a monument to Cardinal Perraud, 
as one of their most distinguished confréres. 

This married priest, Charles Perraud, was one of the great 
preachers of France. He was born in 1831, and was ordained 
a priest in 1857. He exercised his ministry in Paris, and as 
a preacher he traveled extensively through the provinces. He 
was a great friend of Father Hyacinth Loyson, the famous 
French priest, who at the time of the Vatican Council in 
1870, declared his independence of Rome. Father Hyacinth 
was publicly married in London to an American lady, Mrs. 
Merriman, in 1872. They had to go to England for the per- 
formance of the ceremony, as at that time it was not lawful 
for priests to be married in France. Soon after Father Hya- 
cinth married, however, that law was repealed. The Abbé 
Perraud, however, was married privately to one of his peni- 
tents several months before the Hyacinth marriage. 

The Abbé Houtin, the author of this book, says on page3r1: 

“One morning in the month of July, 1872, Madame Duval 
received communion from the hands of the Abbé Perraud, 
and immediately after he had officiated the Mass went to the 
sacristy, where he married her without any other ministra- 
tion than his own blessing. They left Paris immediately for 
Brussels to spend their honeymoon.” From Brussels Father 
Perraud wrote to Father Hyacinth notifying him of this mar- 
riage. This announcement drew forth from Hyacinth a let- 
ter, dated August 3, 1872, which is given in Abbé Houtin’s 
book. 

Notwithstanding this private marriage, Father Perraud 
continued to officiate as a priest and a preacher in the Roman 
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Catholic Church until the lady’s death in 1887. He had never 
publicly acknowledged her as his wife, though his brother 
the Cardinal knew about the marriage, as did also many other 
ecclesiastics; and it must be said to his credit that he was 
kind to her in all respects up to the last. 

He gave her the last communion, and before her death 
said that if she would rather confess to another priest, he 
would procure one for her. “No,” she replied with firmness. 
“We have done well, and I shall never give my confidence to 
any other priest but you.” 

The publication of this book has created a sensation in 
Paris, and even in Rome. Of course no one knows how many 
other priests have been privately married. The Abbé Perraud 
died in 1892. The letters that passed between himself and 
Father Hyacinth are published in this volume, as are also 
letters of other priests, and of Cardinal Perraud. The latter, 
who had charge of his brother’s papers, refused to return 
Father Hyacinth’s letters.

ROME IN MUNICIPAL POLITICS 

Recently, a police magistrate of this city, Mr. James J. 
Walsh, died, and at his funeral many honors were paid to 
his memory by municipal officials and others. In the obituary 
notices in the papers pointed reference was made to the fact 
that he was a member of Mystic Council, Knights of Colum- 
bus. 

As an example of the manner in which the Roman hier- 
archy boldly intervenes in the municipal affairs of New York 
City, all the morning papers of May 14, in announcing the 
appointment by Mayor McClellan of Mr. H. W. Herbert 
as Police Magistrate to fill the unexpired term of the late 
Magistrate J. J. Walsh, published the fact that he was en- 
dorsed by Archbishop Farley and thirty priests of the diocese, 
and that he was a prominent member of the Knights of 
Columbus. 
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Catholics Copying Protestants 

One of the many hopeful signs for the future that must en- 
courage the heart of all who are interested in the Catholic 
people is the fact that prominent members of that Church are 
continually inaugurating some new agency for good suggested 
by some Protestant undertaking. Among such may be men- 
tioned Miss Annie Leary’s (the “Countess”) schools for Ital- 
ians—to keep them in the faith; the formation of societies for 
the benefit of young men patterned after the fashion of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. Indeed the Catholics 
call themselves Y. M. C. A~~Young Men’s Catholic Associa- 
tion; the opening of a mission hall on the Bowery; summer 
schools, like Chautauqua, etc. 

Last summer a travelling church on wheels had been started 
out for the benefit of people living near lines of railroad, in 
imitation of a Baptist traveling chapel; and a Catholic Tem- 
perance Convention at New Haven has gone so far as to 
adopt a resolution to the effect that any Catholic paper that 
depends on the advertisement of liquor men, ought to perish. 
Cardinal Gibbons’ paper, The Catholic Mirror, which pub- 
lished such advertisements, has suspended publication in Balti- 
more. By and by the Catholic people will also learn that they 
can be saved from sin and saved for Heaven without priestly 
absolutions and indulgences. 

A few years ago the Roman Catholic authorities in this city, 
noticing the large number of Catholics who were converted in 
the Protestant mission halls on the Bowery, rented a store 
there and opened the “Holy Name Mission” in it. Unlike John 
Callahan and other evangelists in that neighborhood who 
preach the power of a living Saviour, Who calls all men to 
come unto Him, and Who has power on earth to forgive sins, 
The Rev. Roman Catholic priest who was put in charge, 
could only offer his hearers the empty ceremonies and useless 
sacraments of the Roman Church, prayers to saints, etc., to all 
of which they had been accustomed previously. That these 
availed as little for him as for any of those whom he sought to 
benefit, was proved a few weeks ago when in the small hours 
of the morning, while in company with a woman, he fell and 
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sustained severe injuries tohis head in getting off a str2et car on 
Third Avenue, in this city. The fact is that if the religion 
of the Roman Church had in it the power of the risen Christ, 
more than half of the thousands of human wrecks that crowd 
these downtown missions night after night would never have 
been “down and out” and would therefore never be seen any 
where in their vicinity. If this poor priest after saying 
the rosary with the waifs in his mission, had gone into Hadley 
Hall to listen to John Callahan’s gospel sermon, he might have 
escaped the snares of the “strange woman.” 

In the issue of the New York Gaelic American of April 24, (a 
Roman Catholic paper), its Chicago correspondent said that 
certain Catholics in Chicago were petitioning Archbishop Quig- 
ley to establish “social centres” in the parochial school build- 
ings where young men and young women could find opportuni- 
ties for social intercourse now only offered by the buildings of 
the Y. M. C. A., and Y. W. C. A. One of the reasons put for- 
ward is that many of the mixed marriages continually taking 
place in Chicago are due to the lack of such places in Catholic 
parishes and the frequency of entertainments and social gather- 
ings in the Protestant denominations. 

A correspondent of the London Christian recently wrote 
that the Belfast Roman Catholics, “taking a leaf out of the Pro- 
testant book,” have opened an institute for seamen near the 
docks of that city. This is believed to be the first establishment 
of the kind that the Roman Church has opened in Ireland. 
The building, besides containing bed rooms and recreation 
rooms, has a reading room and a library, the latter containing 
books in several different languages. 

In the New York Herald, April 24, announcement is made 
that Rev. John A. Nageleisen, rector of St. Nicholas’s German 
Roman Catholic Church on Second Street, this city, has estab- 
lished a Young Men’s Catholic Association which, as the 
Herald says, “will be formed along the lines of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, with a club-house, reading rooms, 
library, gymnasium, and baths.” Similar societies will be 
formed in connection with every large Roman Catholic Church. 

The number of these devices to hold the Catholic people 
in subjection to Romanism will not avail. 
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Ireland Rebelling Against Roman Bishops 


Mr. Walter Walsh, author of the “Secret History of the 
Oxford Movement,” and editor of the London Protestant Ob- 
server, in his “Protestant Notes” in the London English 
Churchman, March 11, 1909, quotes the Irish Nation, of which 
the editor is a Roman Catholic, and that has a wide circulation 
among intelligent Catholics in Ireland, as antagonistic to the 
Roman Catholic bishops in their efforts to establish complete 
Rome Rule in Ireland. That influential Irish paper says: 


They may gradually come to see the wisdom and necessity 
of interfering less in politics and the people’s business, and 
devoting their main energy to their proper and momentous 
functions. And truly it would be an immense gain to the 
Church, and incidentally the nation, if they strenuously and 
persistently did the latter. We want less politics, or no 
politics, but a vast deal more of Christianity and Christian 
propagandism from the Bishops. . . . Suppose the Bishops 
were filed with the spirit of the early Church, and boldly and 
bravely brought the deepest spirit of Christianity to bear on 
the drink evil, the foul slum horrors, the many problems of 
the poor on the one hand, or on the acute intellectual and 
scientific issues of the age on the other hand, what a social and 


intellectual change they might effect! But alas! as every 
reader knows in his or her heart, our Irish Bishops display no 
special enthusiasm in the way of helping either the toiler or the 
thinker. 


It is a wholesome sign of the times when the Irish Catholics 
find fault with their bishops and priests even in political mat- 
ters. The nations and peoples that possess political freedom 
will also seek after religious freedom; and Catholics every- 
where cannot begin to find fault with the politics of their eccle- 
siastical masters without also inquiring into the right of those 
men to govern and rule their souls. In the same issue of The 
English Churchman we read that the Dublin Corporation, 
which is composed almost entirely of Roman Catholics, has 
opposed the bishops on the question of the Irish language in 
the new university, to which reference was made in the March 
Converted Catholic. 

The Irish people will get all the Home Rule that is good 
for them as soon as they are free from Rome Rule, but until 
they throw off the rule of Rome they cannot be really free. 
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The man or organization that has control over a person’s soul 
is, and will be, his master while that domination lasts. The 
immortal soul, the spirit of God in man, should be free to know 
and serve Him as He is revealed to us in the Bible. “Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall make you free,” said Christ 
our Lord when he taught in the Temple. He told the people 
that if they continued in His word they would be His disciples. 
When the Pharisees and high priests of the Jewish Church 
objected to His teaching, saying that they were God’s people, 
children of Abraham, and were never in bondage, He told them 
that He, as the Son of God, could make them free from sin, 
which has dominion over everyone who does evil. “If the Son 
therefore shall make you free, ye shall be free indeed.” 


The Oath of Roman Bishops 


There has recently been some discussion in the London 
Times concerning a clause in the oath of office taken by Roman 
Catholic bishops. “I shall, according to my power, persecute 
and oppose all heretics, schismatics and rebels against our 


said Lord and his successors (Hzreticos, Schismaticos, et 
Rebelles eidem Domino nostro, vel successoribus predictis, 
pro posse persequar et impugnabo).” Dr. Bourne, the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Westminster, has stated that these 
words are not included when these men are consecrated by 
“Bishops in the United Kingdom.” They are used, however, 
in all those countries where the Vatican has sufficient influence 
over the government to enable the bishop to carry them into 
effect, and if the President of the United States were a Roman 
Catholic, this nation would soon be in the list. A Papal journal 
in England has said that the meaning of “persequar et impug- 
nabo” does not mean anything more vigorous than “ to keep 
a watch upon, or oppose, or something of that sort.” This is 
certainly a euphemistic phrase to apply to the deeds chronicled 
in Foxe’s “Book of Martyrs,” and the annals of the Inquisition. 
Bishops in the United States must be as devoted and obedient 
to the Pope as those in any other country. All alike must per- 
secute heretics as far as they can. 
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Interesting Items of Foreign News 
(From a European Correspondent ) 


It was because of the demonstration of a Catholic mob in 
Innsbruck and through the influence of the Papal Nuncio at 
Vienna that the Modernist Professor Wahrmund was re- 
moved from Innsbruck to Prague. This interference caused 
much feeling in liberal circles. The papers declared that 
Wahrmund must stay in his old place and that the Nuncio 
should return to Rome. But a year has passed away and 
the Nuncio is still at his post. A new instance of his power 
is now reported. When it was suggested recently that the 
heir to the thron>, Franz Ferdinand, as r2presentative of his 
imperial uncle, Francis Jos:ph, should pay a visit to the 
Italian court, the plan was defeated through the influence of 
the Nuncio; at least, so it is affirmed by the Catholic press. 
The Savoy dynasty is not even at this late date to receive 
any recognition. Austria must stand guard over Roman 
Catholic interests as “Miles Papz”’ (Soldier of the Pope). 

The religious connections of the children of mixed mar- 


riages in Prussia incline more and more to Protestantism as 
the following statistics indicate:

In Saxony in 1907 nearly a thousand Catholics became 
Protestants. In the Austrian Steirmark in 1908, 630 Cath- 
olics entered evangelical churches, making a total of 6,287 in 
ten years. A very large proportion of these were young 
people who have since founded families so that the actual 
loss to Rome is considerably in excess of these figures. 

On February 14, Count Karl von Oppersdorf, a member 
of a prominent Catholic family in Silesia, his brothers being 
“Centre” politicians, turned his back on Rome and entered 
the Reformed Church. 


It has been announced in the Wurtemburg Staats-Zeitung 
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that the Duchess Vera of Wurtemburg has left the Roman 
Church and entered the Evangelical Church, at a service held 
in the palace. 


Pope Pius X has promulgated in Hungary the decree “Ne 
temere,” which embodies the most extreme ultramontane 
principles, and announces that mixed marriages which were 
not celebrated by Catholic priests are henceforth invalid. 
The population of Hungary is extremely varied in its relig- 
ious faiths—Roman Catholics, Lutherans, Calvinists, Uniates, 
Greek Catholics, Unitarians, etc., living peacefully side by 
side. The Papal announcement caused passionate discus- 
sion throughout the land. The more important political 
parties in which the non-Catholic elements were largely 
represented began to bring pressure on Rome where she is 
peculiarly sensitive—namely, on the treasury. The hint 
was taken. Bishop Kohl traveled from Ofenpest to Rome 
and brought back in his bag “a milder interpretation” of the 
offensive clause. As a matter of fact, this is practically a 
repeal of the decree. We see in this how the flow of pennies 
determines the practice of the Roman Church, and that in- 
fallibility steps aside when the obolus passes! 

A recently deceased Jewish millionaire in Vienna, Donato 
Taussig by name, left half a million crowns to the Brothers 
of Mercy with the whimsical stipulation that, on the anni- 
versary of his death, they—or a deputation of them—should 
appear in the Jewish synagogue and take part in the “kad- 
dish” or prayer for the dead. As this communio in sacris 
is against all the regulations and traditions of the Roman 
Church, one might suppose that the monks would spurn the 
suggestion—and the money. Far from it, however. The 
money was calmly pocketed and on the set day two Brothers 
from the monastery appeared at the Jewish temple and took 
part zealously in the Jewish ceremonies. The Austrian 
Catholic papers comment on the occurrence as an exhibition 
of Catholic tolerance. 

As a pendant to this we read in the Strassburger Biirger 
Zeitung that it was recently proposed to give the position 
of manager of a drug store in Sisrck to a Jew. Suddenly, 
however, the applicant’s request was turned down; it was 
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explained to him that as the population about the village 
in which the drug store stood was almost wholly Catholic, 
the appointment of a Jew would offend their religious suscep- 
tibilities. 

A royalist-clerical club in Paris, the Camelots du Roy, who 
were displeased with Professor Thalamas’ lecture on “Jeanne 
d’Arc,” made such disturbances in his lecture room that he 
was obliged to leave. Now that Abbé Loisy has been ap- 
pointed as successor to Reville and Renan in the professor- 
ship of the History of Religion at the College de France, 
similar demonstrations are urged by the Gaulois, a Catholic 
paper. The anti-Protestant agitator, Ernest Renaud, au- 
thor of a crazy and bigoted book, “Le Peril Protestant,” 
screams out in Le Soleil: “Loisy has no right to wear a 
cassock; we will tear it eff his body if he attempts to lecture 
at the College de France.” | But, as noted in the August Con- 
verted Catholic, Professor Loisy has continued his lectures 
without interruption, to the edification of his numerous hear- 
ers, who have paid no attention to the Papal excommunica- 
tion hurled by Pope Pius X himself at the learned priest. | 

Margerita, Dowager Queen of Italy, has an automobile on 
which St. Christopher, the patron of travelers, is represented 
in a silver seal with the inscription: “St. Christopher protect 
me from danger on my journey.” The custom is spreading 
among the Catholic automobilists in France, as well. No 
saint has yet, as far as can be learned, been assigned to the 
airship, though this would seem, in the nature of things, to 
need some such guardianship. The Paris correspondent of 
the London Daily News reports, however, the following, 
which seems to indicate how impossible it is for Catholicism 
to rid itself of medixval fetichism: 

“The Archbishop of Paris, Monsignor Amette, is expected 
to devise a form of benediction for aeroplanes and it is 
thought he will appear before long at Juvisy, near Paris, and 
solemnly bless these aerial vehicles. 

“There is a large aeroplane workshop at Juvisy which will 
shortly become the headquarters of the flying machine in- 
dustry. The forthcoming ceremony will be unprecedented. 
The Marquis of Puybaudest, who is a faithful son of the 
Church, has hit upon the idea of the archiepiscopal blessing. 
He has also a worldly interest in this industry.” 
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So much for superstition among educated Catholics. 
Among the lower orders it is no worse. Here is an example: 

A farmer in a Bavarian country place who was unsuccess- 
ful in his agricultural methods was for some time the victim 
of various accidents among the cattle in his barn. His 
neighbors maintained that these must be due to the presence 
of evil spirits, so an experienced exorciser who had success- 
fully operated in the Thalgau and in Mondsee, was sum- 
moned from Berchtesgaden. This worthy ordered first that 
the doorpost should be removed from the barn and that a hole 
should be dug before the door. In this hole he buried a 
water-can half-full of water, and attached it afterwards with 
large pegs and a chain to the wall of the stable. The owner 
of the place was then ordered to march around the hole 
while the medicine man repeated certain incantations in the 
middle of the barn floor. As a consequence the devil is said 
to have vanished and the grateful farmer paid a round sum 
to the exorcist. 

In this favored corner of the world many professional 
devil-doctors ply their trade. The Catholic authorities could 
stop their impostures at once if they wished. But they do 
not. They doubtless share the opinion of Pope Alexander VI, 
that “that religion is the best which is the most stupid.” 

The Karnter Tagblatt, an Austrian clerical paper, said in 
a recent issue: “It rained lately in the neighborhood of 
Krappfeld, but not near us. On Monday rain clouds came 
up from the west and south, but there was not enough rain 
to lay the dust. It was as if to say: ‘You do not deserve it. 
You keep your purses shut tight, and the Almighty does 
the same with his rain-clouds.’” 

What a travesty on the New Testament conception of 
God—the God of “free grace and dying love,” who sends His 
rain on the just and the unjust, who sent His Son into the 
world to give us salvation “without money and without 
price.” “Pay, pay, pay,” is the Romish teaching. “Pay for 
the rain and pay for redemption.” It is not Christ’s teaching. 

The editor of Evangelischen Freiheit, writes from Dort- 
mund: I found in my garden the other day the following 
Roman Catholic confession slip: 
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I have 3 times prayed without piety. I have spoken God’s 
name vainly 23 times. I have been irreverent in church 3 
times and 2 times conducted myself badly there. I have 
been defiant to parents 5 times. I have angered my parents 
3 times. I have failed to pray for my parents 5 times. I have 
quarrelled 3 times. I have been angry 5 or 6 times. I have 
spoken uncleanly 5 or 6 times. I have been gluttonous 3 
times. I have lied each day 3 or 4 times. 

This is perhaps a monthly or semi-monthly report, and 
affords evidence that Romanism makes of Christianity a mere 
mechanism and one which works very badly. “And ye shall 
know the truth and the truth shall make you free’—free 
from sin and superstition. Then such mechanical practices 
will be unnecessary. 

The recent Papal jubilee gave full satisfaction to the Vati- 
can. The moneys that have come in have, according to dif- 
ferent estimates, amounted to from four to nine million lire 
(one to two million dollars). Most of this is said to have 
come from Poles in Europe or America. The good Germans 
also contributed heavily. From France came next to nothing 
—which is a new and bitter experience. From Italy nothing, 


an old experience, and one perfectly easy to understand. 
With the rest came jewels and valuable presents from 
crowned heads and noblemen. 


So well has this succeeded that a new jubilee is to be or- 
dered. On November 16, 1909, it will be twenty-five years 
since Pius X was first a bishop. The milk cow will again 
be requested to give up her richness—and will, too, as a 
matter of course. Leo XIII “jubileed” persistently during 
his long pontificate and with excellent success. ‘There are,” 
said a wise man, who knew whereof he spoke, “no limits to 
human gullibility.” 

The recent canonization of Joan of Arc was based on three 
new miracles which were attributed to her intervention. In 
1900 a nun of the Augustine order in Orleans was cured of 
a stomach sore; a nun of Favorelles was cured of cancer, 
and in 1891 a nun at Fruges was healed of necrosis. All of 
these had called on the Maid of Orleans, who was burned 
by the agents of the Inquisition in 1431.
